Woman, 89 
attacked by 
masked men 


RESIDENTS in Lakenheath 
have spoken of their shock at 
the news of an attack on an 
elderly woman - with police 
saying she could have been 
targeted. 

The 89-year-old was at¬ 
tacked in her home in Arrow¬ 
head Drive between 7.45pm 
and 8.05pm on Monday night 
after she heard a bang at her 
front door. 

Three masked men burst in 
and struck her on the head. 
They demanded money be¬ 
fore searching the house. 

The woman was struck by 
one of the men in the attack, 
knocking her to the floor and 
leaving her with a head injury. 

Local councillor John Gen¬ 
tle, who also lives on Arrow¬ 
head Drive, has described the 
attack as “heartbreaking”. 

He said: “It’s horrible news

to hear. It’s a tragic case and a 
sign of the times. 

“It had to be a targeted at¬ 
tack. It could not have been 
random. 

“It’s normally the sort of 
place that is just lovely and 
quiet. This is a really crime 
free area. 

“There was no need to at¬ 
tack her, she was already 
vulnerable. This is just heart¬ 
breaking.” 

The men were dressed in 
dark clothing with their faces 
covered. After their search 
they left the property by the 
back door. 

Detective Inspector David 
Giles told the News that at the 
time of going to press, no ar¬ 
rests had been made but po¬ 


lice were doing all they could 
to find the woman’s attacker. 

He said: “This was just a 
horrible attack and a mas¬ 
sively frightening incident but 
she has escaped without seri¬ 
ous injury. 

“I want to keep an open 
mind but this may have been 
a targeted attack. 

“I am confident that we are 
doing all we can. It’s early days 
at the moment.” 

The woman was left with a 
cut the size of a 50 pence piece 
on her head and was taken to 
West Suffolk Hospital. 

Her injury is not thought 
to be life threatening, with DI 
Giles calling it a “superficial 
head wound”. It is hoped she 
will be released from hospital 
in the next 24 hours.

others in the area worried for 
their safety, with many in the qui¬ 
et road speaking of their shock. 

A resident, who did not want to 
be named, said: “It’s just awful. 

“My family drum into me not 
to open the door at night in case 
things like this happen. 

“I just hope they catch them 
and she gets better.” 

Another resident, who is also in 
his 80s, said many residents had 
not heard anything until the po¬ 
lice made them aware of it. 

He said: “I know there are some 
neighbours who keep an eye out 
for the elderly residents down 
there. It is very shocking. 

“We hadn’t heard anything at 
all. I just can’t believe it.” 

Rose Farrant, another Arrow¬ 
head Drive resident, said: “It real¬ 
ly does make you feel vulnerable. 

“We have been here for 16 years 
and we have had no problems un¬ 
til this last month or so. 

“I just hope this is the last of it.” 

Police are asking for anyone 
who was in the area between 
7.30pm and 8.30pm on Monday 
night to come forward. 

They are also keen to trace the 
occupants of a black Vauxhall car 
last seen in the Back Lane area at 
around 7.30pm. 

The car is thought to have had 
three male occupants inside who 
police would like to speak to.

A CRISIS pregnancy centre in Newmarket has 
been accused of giving women false informa¬ 
tion about abortion to put them off. 

Feminist Action Cambridge members car¬ 
ried out undercover visits as part of a nation¬ 
wide survey on behalf of Brook - a charity 
providing accurate, unbiased and non-judge- 
mental information on pregnancy choices. 

Crisis Pregnancy Centres - organisations in¬ 
dependent of the NHS that offer counselling 
or discussion on pregnancy - in Lynn Road, 
Ely, and Studlands Park Avenue, Newmarket, 
were observed telling women they were likely 
to experience post-abortion trauma, despite 
the Royal College of Obstetricians and Gynae¬ 
cologists finding no evidence of this. 

Anna Bull, from Feminist Action Cam¬ 
bridge, claims the centres are run by anti¬ 
abortionists. She said: “The centres also used 
emotional manipulation and delaying tactics 
to try and deter women from abortion, telling 
one client that her mother ‘might be upset at 
losing a grandchild’, and offering to babysit 
for another client if she had the baby. 

“Both centres gave out leaflets from US 
Christian group ‘Focus on the Family’ which 
opposes abortion under any circumstances - 
one leaflet showing the stages of development 
of the foetus.” 

A Crisis pregnancy centre in Cambridge 
was also visited but has since closed. Another 
centre in Huntingdon was not visited. 

Miss Bull added: “We are extremely con¬ 
cerned that women experiencing crisis preg¬ 
nancies are being given medical misinforma¬ 
tion and directive, judgemental counselling at 
what can be a vulnerable time. 

“Women deserve impartial, professional, 
evidence-based guidance and counselling in 
order to make what can be a difficult decision. 
We demand that these centres be regulated or 
closed down.” 

Paul Slaley is chief executive of CareConfi- 
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dential, which provides the centres with train¬ 
ing, a website and three ‘information stand¬ 
ard certified’ leaflets, but does not run them. 

He said: “The advice that was attributed 
to the centres mentioned is not endorsed by 
CareConfidential and is not supported by the 
ethical framework that we adhere to. 

“We have recently developed an accredited 
pregnancy choices practitioner course rel¬ 
evant to anyone working in the area of preg¬ 
nancy choices. 

“This new course directly addresses the is¬ 
sues of client autonomy, working within the 
ethical framework and the importance of in¬ 
formation that is clear, accurate, balanced, 
evidence based and up-to-date. 

“All existing affiliated centre advisors will be 
required to complete an updated version of 
the new course.” 

He added: “I have recently reminded all 
centres that the advice offered to clients 
needs to remain within that provided by the 
information standard leaflets supplied to cen¬ 
tres and not to use any others. 

“We fully recognise the vulnerability of 
clients and their need for accurate and non- 
biased information and take this report very 
seriously. We do not endorse or support emo¬ 
tional manipulation, delaying tactics or any 
attempt to deter women from abortion.” 

However, Cambridgeshire and Peterbor¬ 
ough Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG) 
declined to comment as the centres are not 
commissioned by the organisation, while 
Cambridgeshire County Council, which pro¬ 
vides its own sexual health services, also 
made no comment. 

The News contacted the Newmarket centre 
for comment but no-one was available at the 
time of going to press.

Man attacked partner 
in front of children 


A MAN who broke his 
partner’s nose in front of 
their children has been 
handed a suspended pris¬ 
on sentence. 

Lee Adamson, of High 
Street, Mildenhall, ap¬ 
peared at Ipswich Crown 
Court on Monday after 
pleading guilty at an earli¬ 
er hearing to assault caus¬ 
ing actual bodily harm. 

The court heard how 
on September 7 2013 Ad¬ 
amson had attacked his 
ex-girlfriend at a festival 
in Elveden. Both had been 
drinking “significantly” 
said Robert Sadd, pros- 
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ecuting. 

Mr Sadd said: “It ap¬ 
pears that fuelled by that 
drink and for some reason 
unknown he attacked her, 
putting his legs when she 
was on the ground on ei¬ 
ther side of her body and 
punched her.” 

It was alleged Adamson, 
37, struck his partner five 
times in the face, causing 
a broken nose which re¬ 
quired surgery. 

The attack took place 
in front of Adamson’s two 


children and Ms Brown’s 
teenage daughter, said Mr 
Sadd. A member of the 
public alerted police who 
arrested Adamson but 
he declined to comment 
when questioned. 

Richard Potts, mitigat¬ 
ing, said although Adam¬ 
son had not answered po¬ 
lice questions, he had told 
officers he was “deeply 
sorry” for what happened 
and had as a result lost his 
partner and his children. 

The incident had been 
out of character and he 
did not have a history of 
violence, said Mr Potts. 


He said: “The potential 
for this man to put his life 
back on an even keel is 
very great.” 

Mr Recorder Christo¬ 
pher Makey said the of¬ 
fence was exacerbated as 
it was in front of children. 

Adamson was given a 
nine month prison sen¬ 
tence suspended for 18 
months and ordered to 
complete 100 hours of un¬ 
paid community work. 

He will also be under 
Probation Service super¬ 
vision for 12 months and 
have to pay his partner 
compensation of £250.

This new European safeguard 
would have helped avert a future 
tragedy like the one which killed 
the Chinese cockle-pickers at 
Morecambe Bay. 

Just as importantly, it would have 
helped low-paid British workers 
too by ensuring that their pay and 
conditions are not undercut by 
ruthless gang-masters exploiting 
workers from abroad.

Plans for solar 
farm in Reach 
are withdrawn 


CONTROVERSIAL plans for 
a solar farm on land near 
Reach have been witdrawn. 

Solar Associates had an¬ 
nounced plans to build a 
250 acre solar farm outside 
Reach on land north of Lit¬ 
tle Len Drove, which could 
power up to 10,127 homes. 

It was said these plans 
would have made the site 
the “largest solar farm to 
date” in the UK, with cam¬ 
paigners claiming it would 
“industrialist the fenland 
landscape”. 

The Reach site was said to 
have been chosen for the so¬ 
lar farm because of its “prox¬ 
imity to a main electricity 
grid connection point. 

The solar panels were 
planned to be around two or 
three metres high. Its lifes¬ 
pan was estimated at 30 to 
35 years. 

It was met by fierce oppo-

sition from residents, with 
Cllr Hilary Lielding describ¬ 
ing the proposed farm as 
“very, very ugly.” 

On finding out the appli¬ 
cation had been withdrawn, 
Cllr Lielding said: “We are 
relieved and delighted that 
the planning application 
for the solar farm has been 
withdrawn.” 

Chris Poulton, of Solar As¬ 
sociates, had previously told 
the News that he thought 
the fens were a good place 
for the project. 

But a statement from So¬ 
lar Associates said: “The 
company submitted a pre¬ 
planning application in De¬ 
cember 2013 as an explora¬ 
tory measure and has now 
received advice from East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council and initial feedback 


from some local residents 
and other stakeholders. 

“Based on this informa¬ 
tion, Solar Associates has 
decided not to proceed with 
the project.” 

Geoffrey Woollard, of 
Swaffham Prior parish 
council, said this was very 
good news. 

Mr Woollard said: “It’s ob¬ 
viously good news and it 
would have been wrong and 
inappropriate for our fens 
for 250 acres of solar panels 
to be placed on the best food 
producing farm land.” 

An action group against 
the Reach solar farm has 
now cancelled its meeting, 
planned for Lebruary 26 in 
Reach Village Centre. 

Cllr Lielding added: “We 
are not going to be holding 
a meeting on Lebruary 26 as 
the planning application is 
not going any further.”

Men get suspended 
jail terms for theft 


TWO men who were ■ LIZZY BUCHAN 
caught with £1,000 


worth of items stolen 
from a house in Milden- 
hall have received sus¬ 
pended jail sentences. 

Adam Cuthill, 38, and 
Michael McCulloch, 
39, were tracked down 
thanks to CCTV foot¬ 
age as they were spot¬ 
ted on cameras close to 
the scene of a burglary 
at a house in Mildenhall, 
Ipswich Crown Court 
heard on Thursday. 

Prosecuting, juliette 
Donovan said that at 
lunchtime on August 
3 last year, Cuthill and 
McCulloch were seen 


on CCTV in Mildenhall 
town centre close to the 
scene of a burglary at a 
house. 

A witness later told 
police that they had seen 
two men walking across 
the church yard carrying 
a bag from which a num¬ 
ber of electrical wires 
were hanging. 

Police went to the 
flat in Mill Street where 
Cuthill and McCull¬ 
och lived, in Mill Street, 
Mildenhall and arrested 
both of them. 

Miss Donovan said 
officers conducted a 


search of the property 
which revealed sto¬ 
len items including a 
camera, tools, a TV set, 
games consoles and lug¬ 
gage worth in total about 
£ 1 , 000 . 

When Cuthill was 
searched he was found 
to be in possession of a 
small quantity of heroin 
and cannabis. 

Both men declined to 
answer police questions 
but Cuthill later went 
on to say that because 
of the CCTV images on 
which he an McCulloch 
appeared it was point¬ 
less denying what they 
had done. Cuthill and 


McCulloch both pleaded 
guilty to handling stolen 
property and theft. 

The court heard that 
Cuthill had three pre¬ 
vious convictions and 
McCulloch had 44 con¬ 
victions for 151 separate 
offences. 

Cuthill was sentenced 
to 13 months suspended 
for two years and Mc¬ 
Culloch was handed a 
12 month sentence, sus¬ 
pended for two years. 

Mr Recorder Alastair 
Wilson QC told Cuthill 
and McCulloch that they 
would both be subject to 
a drug testing and reha¬ 
bilitation order.

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Kentford housing plans will be on the table again 


PLANS for around 150 homes in a vil¬ 
lage are up for consideration again - just 
two weeks after the decision was post¬ 
poned due to the threat of a judicial review. 

Two applications for housing develop¬ 
ments in Kentford will be discussed by Forest 
Heath District Council (FHDC) on Monday, 
February 24, despite the threat of a judicial 
review from developers Persimmon Homes. 

Persimmon Homes have submitted one of 
the two applications, which would be for 88 
homes in the village on land east of Gazeley 
Road. 

This bid was recommended for refusal by 


FHDC, on the grounds that it was too large 
for the site and too close to the existing land¬ 
fill site which could cause problems. 

However, the applicant has argued it would 
make a positive contribution to the “vitality 
of the village”. 

Meanwhile, Kentford Developments Ltd 
and Pigeon Investment had also submitted a 
bid for 60 homes at Herringswell Road, which 
was recommended for approval by FHDC. 

Both applications were due to be deter¬ 
mined on February 5 but were removed from 
the agenda at the eleventh hour when FHDC 
received a formal “letter before claim” from 


solicitors acting on behalf of Persimmon 
Homes, threatening a judicial review over the 
housing plans. 

A third planning application for 16 homes 
in Bury Road was withdrawn by the applicant 
in lanuary. 

The plans will be discussed on Monday 
at an Extraordinary Development Control 
Meeting, which will be held at 6pm at the 
FHDC offices in College Heath Road, Milden¬ 
hall.

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Sheikh cleared of 
‘any knowledge of 
doping scandal 9

LEADING racehorse own¬ 
er Sheikh Mohammed bin 
Rashid al-Maktoum has been 
exonerated of any knowledge 
of doping within his equine 
operation, according to a re¬ 
port commissioned by the 
Sheikh himself. 

The Dubai ruler ordered 
an internal inquiry into a se¬ 
ries of drug-related incidents 
within his organisation last 
year, including Moulton Pad- 
docks and Moorley Farm, 
both in Newmarket. 

Lord Stevens, the former 
Metropolitan Police chief 
commissioner, interviewed 
people within the opera¬ 
tion, including former trainer 
Mahmood al-Zarooni who 
was handed an eight year ban 
by the British Horseracing 
Authority (BHA) in April 2013 
after horses in his care tested 
postive for anabolic steroids. 

The report undertaken by 
intelligence company Quest 
found the Sheikh had no 
knowledge of incidents at 
Moulton Paddocks, Moor¬ 
ley Farm or Stansted airport, 
where banned veterinary 
goods were seized from a 
Dubai Royal Air Wing flight 
by the UK Border Agency and 
Veterinary Medicines Direc¬ 
torate in May. 

Lord Stevens said: “Al¬ 
though HH Sheikh Moham¬ 
med’s equestrian operations 
are unusual in their size and 
scope, our review has high¬ 
lighted the complexities of 
a regulatory framework that 
is a challenge for the entire 
equestrian industry. 

“Throughout our investi¬ 
gation of the three entirely 
separate incidents, we have 
established that no evidence 
whatsoever exists to suggest 
that HH Sheikh Mohammed 
had any knowledge of the 
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purchase, transportation or 
use of any unregulated medi¬ 
cines.” 

The report blamed man¬ 
agement failings for the dop¬ 
ing scandal, which reverber¬ 
ated throughout the racing 
world. 

Lord Stevens also said there 
was no evidence that Sheikh

Mohammed was aware of 
the “illegal activities” of al- 
Zarooni, who is said to have 
acted alone. 

The report also reveals a 
taskforce has been commis¬ 
sioned by Sheikh Moham¬ 
med to come up with ways 
to make it easier for industry 
stakeholders to comply with 
the regulations which govern 
the transport of veterinary 
medicine from country to 
country. 

Sheikh Mohammed is 
thought to be one of the big¬ 
gest racehorse owners in the 
world and his vast equine 
empire includes Darley Stud 
breeding operations and 
Godolphin Racing.

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Council tax 
frozen, but 
cuts deepen 


THE county council will freeze its por¬ 
tion of council tax for the fourth year as 
cuts of £38.6 million were approved. 

Suffolk County Council needs to save 
£156 million over the next four years due 
to a shortfall in government funding. 

A meeting of the full council on Thurs¬ 
day approved cuts of £6.4 million in adult 
and community services as well as £1.5 
million of cuts to children’s services pro¬ 
vision. There will also be £2 million of 
cuts to the Supporting People services, 
which help marginalised adults and 
young people. 

Labour proposed reducing the cuts by 
£4.5 million by taking money from the 
county council’s reserves but it was de¬ 
feated by the Conservative-led county 
council. 

Cllr Colin Noble, cabinet member for 
finance, said: “We’re faced with a chal¬ 
lenging time ahead, with the restructur¬ 
ing of public finances it’s key that every 
penny from the tax payer is spent where 
it has absolute valued need.

“These significant savings that have 
been agreed will require continued firm 
management in 2014/15 and future 
years.” 

The county council is saving around £9 
million through bringing its ICT, HR and 
finance services and staff back in house. 

Cllr Noble said: “Every department 
within the council understands the fi¬ 
nancial squeeze on public services and 
are committed to ensuring these sav¬ 
ings are made, whilst trying to protect 
our much valued front line. This budget 
agreement delivers on that commit¬ 
ment.” 

More than 4,000 residents across the 
county were consulted with on how they 
think money should be spent. 

The survey results showed that educa¬ 
tion, roads and transport, and household 
waste sites should not be reduced.

BOMB disposal experts were 
called in over a suspect package 
at RAF Mildenhall and packages 
were found in south-east Eng¬ 
land.

Campaign 
to help male 
abuse victims 

MALE victims of domestic abuse are 
being encouraged to come forward 
through a police Valentine's Day 
campaign. 

Cambridgeshire Constabulary has 
launched its second campaign targeting 
male victims as they believe abuse 
against men may be under reported. 

Detective Inspector Alan Page said: 
"Throughout the year we run a number 
of high-profile campaigns to target 
women who are victims of domestic 
abuse and it's important this work 
continues as they represent around 75 
per cent of victims. 

"However we believe there are 
men out there who are not reporting 
the abuse they suffer and it is those 
men we are trying to reach out to this 
Valentine's." 

He said: "We have anecdotal 
evidence to suggest domestic abuse 
against men is under-reported and we 
know from feedback we have received 
that some men do not feel there is 
enough work done to highlight this 
issue." 

The force is hoping to use social 
media to raise awareness and promote 
its dedicated domestic abuse unit. 

It is working with Cambridgeshire 
County Council to develop a six month 
campaign targeting female victims of 
domestic abuse. 

Radio and social media advertising 
will be used as part of the campaign 
which will run from March 2014.

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TIMES GONE BY: The Newmarket Co-operative van which the Ipswich Transport Museum is hoping 
to restore 

Can you help 
restore this 
1930s van? 


HELP is needed for a project 
which aims to painstakingly 
restore a horse-drawn van 
from the 1930s. 

The Ipswich Transport 
Museum aims to restore the 
Newmarket Co-operative 
van, which they believe was 
last used in 1940s or early 
1950s. 

The team need to know 
what colour the lettering and 
the body were painted as well 
as the wheel shafts, as they 
only have black and white 
images of the van. 

Leo Brome, project lead, 
said: “We are trying to find 
anybody who remembers 
what the old horse-drawn 
carts looked like. 

“There were quite a lot of 
vehicles in the co-operative 
fleet and we are hoping 
someone might remember 
the livery.”

The museum has had the 
van since 1976 and it is be¬ 
lieved it was manufactured in 
the early 1930s. 

Mr Brome said: “It found 
its way to us in 1976 but it is 
only just now that we are get¬ 
ting round to restoring it.” 

The van was a brown and 
red colour when the museum 
first received it but they have 
since found green and yellow 
paint under the surface and 
so they are uncertain as to 
the van’s original colours. 

Team members believe it 
was used for transporting 
goods such as bread and milk 
in the 1930s, 1940s and pos¬ 
sible the early 1950s.

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Living life to the full 
after a very special gift 



After receiving a heart transplant back in 2002, 
Maggie Gambrill has gone on to compete in five World 
Transplant Games, winning 19 medals along the way. 
She tells Lydia Fallon why her amazing success is all 
in memory of one person ... her donor. 


B adminton, golf, 
running, table tennis 
... you name it, Maggie 
Gambrill does it. Having 
recently turned 60, no one 
would blame Maggie for 
taking things a little easier, 
but putting her feet up just 
isn’t in this inspiring lady’s 
nature. You can’t compete 
with the world’s best when 
you’re lying on the sofa now, 
can you? 

Sport is more than just a 
hobby for Maggie; in the last 
10 years she has competed 
all over the world and 
won a hatful of medals to 
boot. Pretty extraordinary 
considering in 2002 she was 
told she had only months to 
live. 

A heart transplant saved 
Maggie’s life, and she says her 
incredible sporting success 
is dedicated to one person 
... the donor who gave her 
another shot. “It was a very 
special gift and if it wasn’t for 
my donor I wouldn’t be here 
talking to you today Every 
single medal I win is in their 
memory,” Maggie says with 
a smile. 

It was back in 1998 when 


Maggie first started to 
notice something was 
seriously wrong. “I’d kept 
really fit and healthy all 
my life but then I started 
to not feel very well,” 

Maggie says, when we 
meet at the Kimbolton 
home she shares with 
her husband Charles. “I was 
commuting into London for 
work and that was becoming 
more and more difficult. I 
was always breathless and 
tired and just didn’t feel 
myself, but I wasn’t sure why 

“I was putting on a lot of 
weight too, which I know now 
was fluid retention, and I 
couldn’t get the buttons done 
up on my suits. It did reach a 
point where I thought I just 
can’t cope anymore.” 

Never one to give in, 

Maggie tried to keep going 
regardless, but with the 
illness affecting every aspect 
of her life, she knew it was 
time to seek professional 
help. The eventual diagnosis 
proved to be an incredible 
shock. “It wasn’t recognised 
straight away because 
I hadn’t been a prime 
candidate for heart disease,” 



explains 
Maggie. “But eventually they 
diagnosed me with dilated 
cardiomyopathy, which is 
when the heart becomes 
enlarged and cannot pump 
blood around the body 
properly." 

At that moment, Maggie’s 
world came crashing down 
around her. “It was so scary 
and a shock, a terrible shock. 
I’ve always been fit and 
healthy, I’ve never smoked, I 
don’t drink that much, and all 
those things make you think 
why me? 

“One day you’re fit, healthy 
and rarely go to the doctors, 
and then wham, you’ve had 
heart failure. It was literally 
like that. You think to yourself 
‘How did that happen?”’ 

The next few months were, 
Maggie admits, a complete 
“rollercoaster.” She was 


put on medication to try 
to stabilise the condition 
and eventually went back 
to work, but her health was 
deteriorating rapidly “I was 
so determined to get on and 
get back to normal, but the 
condition was so up and 
down,” Maggie remembers. 
“Eventually I was pretty 
much house bound. We’d go 
out and I would just have to 
sit in the car and I couldn’t 
even go to the shops or 
anything like that. I really had 
no quality of life at all.” 

How did Maggie stay 
strong? “My motto for life 
is always have a plan B, so 
in that period when I was 
feeling very poorly and 
couldn’t do any of the active 
things I love, I thought 
‘What else can I do? I can’t 
just sit here and curl up.’ So,

The moves, the deals, the trends,

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instead of sitting at home and 
thinking this is it, I actually 
took up the piano and ended 
up reaching grade 5. It was 
something to focus on when I 
was poorly.” 

But although music proved 
a welcome distraction, 
Maggie’s symptoms were still 
showing no signs of improving 
and she was eventually 
referred to Papworth Hospital 
for an assessment to go on 
the transplant list. It was an 
outcome she knew in the back 
of her mind was coming, but 
which still proved incredibly 
traumatic for both Maggie 
and her family. “I had my 
assessment over two days and 
they basically sit you down 
and tell you the facts of the 
situation. They told me that I 
had been accepted on to the 
transplant list 
and that I had so 
many months to 
live. 

“I found it 
very traumatic,” 
remembers 
Maggie. “I knew 
I was very ill but 
had never really 
thought in those terms 
- it was pretty hard to grasp 
really.” 

Did she ever let herself 
think the worst? “No, I think 
I dealt with it by thinking I’ve 
been chosen for it, if you know 
what I mean?” Maggie says. “It 
brought out an inner strength 
in me, and a determination to 
live life to the full.” 

Luckily, things moved 
swiftly. Maggie was added 
to the transplant list on the 
Monday and by Wednesday 
evening she had received the 
fateful phone call she had 
been so longing for: a heart 
had been found. 

Maggie was in theatre for 
four hours, and although 
the transplant was deemed 
a success, the next few days 
were critical. “It’s not like 
switching a light on and 
everything is absolutely 
fine,” says Maggie. “It took 
quite a while to get me on 
the right medication and 
the consultant at Papworth 
did say he needed his many 
years of experience to get me 


sorted. 

“Infection and rejection are 
the two main issues, and your 
body needs to recognise the 
new heart. Even now, I have 
to take medication, if I didn’t, 
my body could still reject the 
heart.” 

Five weeks after the 
operation Maggie was finally 
discharged and she slowly but 
surely started to get her life 
back on track. Determined 
to make the most of her 
“precious gift”, it wasn’t long 
before Maggie decided it 
was time to pick up her 
badminton racquet once 
again. By 2004, she even felt 
well enough to enter her first 
tournament. 

It was a success, in fact, 
a huge success. “I’d played 
badminton before the 

transplant so 
thought I’d have 
a go and see how 
I got on and it 
was great fun. 

I was part of 
the Papworth 
transplant games 
team and I won 
my first two 

medals,” smiles Maggie. 

“It was amazing to know 
I could still go out and 
compete; I never dreamed I 
would be able to again.” 

It was just the start. The 
next year Maggie was selected 
to join the Great Britain 
and NI team for the World 
Transplant Games in Canada 
and added a further three 
medals to her collection. 
“From my school days I’d 
always loved the thought 
of Canada and it was quite 
incredible to go there with 
my new heart,” Maggie 
says. “I won gold, silver and 
bronze - one in every colour 
- and it was amazing to do 
something so worthwhile. It 
gave me a focus mentally and 
physically.” 

In the 10 years since, 

Maggie has competed in 
Thailand, Australia, Sweden 
and South Africa, and 
won 19 medals in a whole 
range of sports, including 
badminton, golf and table 
tennis. Next year, all being 
well, Maggie hopes to travel 


to Argentina for her sixth 
World Transplant Games, 
and add another chapter to 
her already remarkable story. 
“I’ve been given a lifesaving 
gift and I want to grab every 
opportunity I want to live life 
to the full and make the most 
of the gift I’ve been given. I 
think you owe that to your 
donor.” 

Maggie says she will be 
forever grateful to her donor, 
and a few years ago she 
made the brave decision to 
write to his family “I wrote 
an anonymous letter and 
although I didn’t expect a 
reply, I got one,” she says. 

“It transpired that I had this 
lady’s husband’s heart and we 
have kept the contact going. 

“I found out that he was 
very sporty, and she was 
happy to know that I’m 
looking after myself and 
making the most of the 
life he’s given to me. Now 
whenever I do the World 
Transplant Games I send them 
memorabilia and pictures. It’s 
been a privilege to get to know 
the family “ 

Thanks to her donor, 

Maggie was one of the lucky 
ones, but there are still 7,500 
people waiting for an organ 
transplant across the UK. 
While 90 per cent of people 
believe donating an organ 
is the right thing to do, only 
30 per cent are signed up 
to the organ donor register. 
Maggie hopes that by sharing 
her inspiring story, she will 
help raise awareness of this 
lifesaving gift. 

“I volunteer at Papworth 
Hospital as a ward visitor and 
I see people waiting for the 
right organ to come available; 
they are literally waiting to 
have a new life,” Maggie says. 
“A lot of people say they would 
be prepared to donate their 
organs, but unless they have 
that conversation with their 
family or join the register, 
their wishes won’t be carried 
out. 

“Without the brave decision 
that my donor and his family 
made, I wouldn’t be here 
today. 

“Thank you is just not 
enough.”

The British playwright and director, 
who has penned more than 70 plays 
in a rather sparkling career (there 
have been honorary doctorates 
and London Evening Standard 
•^awards aplenty), has quite the back

Produced by Scarborough's 
Stephen Joseph Theatre - of which 
Ayckbourn was artistic director until

Arrivals and Departures: 

Thursday and Saturday 
Commissioned in 2013 to 
accompany a revival of Time of My 
Life, Arrivals and Departures is still in 
its early days of touring. 

It opens at a London train station 
where a crack team is in place to 
capture a terrorist ("The Strategic 
Simulated Distractional Operations 
Unit is ready to pounce!''). However, 
the real focus of the play is the 
relationship between a traffic warden 
from Harrogate called Barry Hawkins 
and troubled young female military 
liaison officer Ez Swain, his minder. 

Flicking between the pairs' 
memories, flashing back through 
their lives and then nipping swiftly 


into the present, whooshing through 
railways and bus stations and 
airports as they go, the question is:

HOW do you attribute value 
to a piece of art? Under the 
auctioneer's hammer earlier 
this month, Camille Pissarro's 
impressionist work Boulevard 
Montmartre, Matinee De 
Printemps almost scaled the 
dizzy heights of £20 million. 

The painting belonged 
to Jewish industrialist Max 
Silberberg, who was forced to 
break up his collection by the 
Nazis. Thankfully, the painting 
eventually found its way back 
to Silberberg's family in 2000. 

Many other artworks from 
around Europe, plundered by 
Hitler's troops, might have 
been lost forever were it not 
for the valiant efforts of the 
Monuments Men. 

This small platoon of 
museum curators, architects, 


artists and historians were too 
old to be drafted but shared 
an unwavering belief in the 
preservation of 1,000 years 
of culture. They risked their 
lives to locate caches of stolen 
artworks and return paintings, 
sculptures and drawings to the 
rightful owners. 

This fascinating true story 
of heroism is retold as a 
gung-ho Ocean's E/even-sty\e 
caper by George Clooney in 
his fifth directorial feature. 
And as history lessons go, 

The Monuments Men is 
lightweight and mildly 
entertaining. 

President Roosevelt (Mike 
Dalton) sanctions Harvard 
art historian Frank Stokes 
(Clooney) to venture behind 
enemy lines and save as many 
treasures as possible. 

Stokes recruits six men - 
curator James Granger (Matt 
Damon), Sergeant Richard 


Campbell (Bill Murray), 
Sergeant Walter Garfield 
(John Goodman), Lieutenant 
Jean Claude Clermont (Jean 
Dujardin), Private Preston 
Savitz (Bob Balaban) and 
Major Donald Jeffries (Hugh 
Bonneville) - and despatches 
them to key points to search 
for the loot. Granger heads 
to Paris where he hopes 
to extract vital intelligence 
from Claire Simone (Cate 
Blanchett), curator at the Jeu 
de Paume. 

The Monuments Men strikes 
an uneven tone between 
comedy and drama, which 
sometimes jars. At the very 
end of the film, Roosevelt 
turns to Stokes and asks, 
"Thirty years from now, 
you think anyone's going to 
remember these men died for 
a piece of art?" 

If Clooney's film is their 
enduring legacy, perhaps not.

Growers of 
the Great War 


MORE than 5,000 British citizens were interned 
in First World War civilian detention camp 
Ruhleben, an old racecourse outside Berlin. 

It was described as 'scandalously inadequate', 
'not fit to keep pigs in', and yet, amid all the 
horror, a group of green-fingered British men - 
who'd been living in Germany 
at the outbreak of war - 
decided to create something 
beautiful. 

Forming a horticultural 
society, they set to work on 
the land to help feed their 
fellow prisoners, and with 
it, feed hope in the face of 
adversity. 

This unique story, uncovered 
by the RHS Lindley Library, 
will be told in a new exhibition 
in October to commemorate 
the centenary of the First World War. The RHS 
is appealing to anyone who thinks a relative may 
have been one of these prisoners to get in touch 
(libraryenquirieslondon@rhs.org.uk) and share 
their story. 

What the society already knows about these 
brave men, who overcame long imprisonment 
and harsh conditions with crops and flowers, is 
fascinating enough, though. 


At first the prisoners were put into the 
Tea House and stable buildings - some men 
were even crowded into a disused horsebox. 
Eventually barracks were built, but serious 
problems with catering soon led to food riots. 

Some improvements were undertaken by the 

German authorities after a visit 
by the American ambassador 
brought conditions to wider 
notice, and forced them to 
limit damaging publicity. 

But it was the prisoners 
themselves, and their love 
of gardening, which really 
transformed the camp. 

Initially, horticulture was 
limited to a few British 
enthusiasts who made flower 

Stephenson p° ts out of biscuit tins and 

developed rudimentary 

gardens outside their barracks. But a gift of seeds 
from the Crown Prince of Sweden sparked more 
ambitious plans; and the Ruhleben Horticultural 
Society was formed. 

Within days of its first meeting, the secretary 
wrote to the RHS back in England asking to 
become an affiliated society. Stunned and 
amazed by this call, the RHS sent huge amounts 
of seeds, bulbs and advice to its new affiliate,

deep behind enemy lines. 

The members of the new society, eventually 
numbering more than 900, fed the camp's 
inmates, earned money to fuel its fledgling 
economy, disguised their bleak surroundings and 
organised RHS flower shows to boost morale. 

Despite the complaints about the food supplied 
in the camp, the first priority appears to have 
been to grow flowers - perhaps a basic human 
longing for beauty. In January 1917 permission 
was sought to create a vegetable garden. The 
RHS sent vegetable seeds which were planted 
out in March. In the society's first year, they 
grew many flowers including petunias, dahlias, 
chrysanthemums, stocks, lobelia, nicotiana 
and sweet peas, along with 20,000 lettuces, 
cabbages and cauliflowers, 500 celery plants, 


600 tomato plants producing 3001b of fruit, 100 
marrow plants, 36 melons and 72 cucumbers. 

During 1917, the Ruhleben Horticultural Society 
organised competitions and held two flower 
shows - prizes were awarded for vegetables, cut 
flowers, sweet peas, table decorations, button 
holes, window boxes and gardens. 

After the Armistice finally came, the camp was 
rapidly disbanded. In 1958 the racecourse and all 
its buildings were demolished to make way for a 
sewage works. 

■ The story of the Ruhleben Horticultural 
Society will be part of an exhibition on gardening 
during World War One to be held at the Garden 
Museum, Lambeth Palace Road, London SE1 in 
October, 2014. It will go on tour in RHS Gardens 
in 2015/16.

Wayne lays Jockeys’ 
groundwork for glory

LIKE many of his Newmarket team-mates, Jake 
Wayne faced a race against time to get to Hadle- 
igh United for their recent Red Insure Cup quar¬ 
ter-final. 

His day job as a groundworker meant the mid¬ 
fielder had to make a two-and-a-half hour jour¬ 
ney from Oxford to the Jockeys’ midweek cup 
tie, along with several other players who were 
travelling up from London.

Although it took him a while to establish him¬ 
self after the start of this season was also trun¬ 
cated by injury, Wayne has become a key part of 
the Newmarket side.
